It was in the early 1980s Jim 
Smith decided, after years of 
a silenced Queen Street land¬ 
mark, that he wanted to hear 
the cenotaph clocktower bell 
ring out again. 

He had grown up in a house 
not far from the clocktower, 
and for as long as he could 
remember, had heard the 
chime mark the hour—al¬ 
though it was never actually 

For years after its construc¬ 
tion was completed in 1921 
as the town's official ceno¬ 
taph, the clock worked, but 
didn't keep accurate time. 
Eventually it ceased ticking 
altogether, and Smith finally 
decided, if nobody else was 
interested in fixing it—or able 
to, because over the years 
others had tried—that he 
would like to try his hand at 
getting it ticking again. 

"Even on Remembrance 
Day, when it was supposed to 
chime at 11 a.m. for the 
moment of silence, it never 
rang on time," he says. 

Smith's mother Grace 
recalls the heated debate that 
had occurred about where 
the cenotaph would be 
built-in Simcoe Park or on

The mayor of the day 
pressed for the main street 
location, saying that was 
where the First World War 
veterans wanted it—but 
Smith says the mayor was 
afraid train tracks were going 
to be installed along Queen 
Street, where the mayor lived, 
and he thought the cenotaph 
was a sure way to put an end 
to that idea. 

But an elderly Old Town 
resident who favoured the 
Simcoe Park location was not 


happy about the decision, 
and said she would put a 
curse on the clock, says 

Many believe it was the 
curse that kept the clock and 
its chime in a state of contin¬ 
ual disrepair—until Jim 
stepped into the tower and 
lifted the curse. 

A maintenance man at the 
NOTL Hospital before he 
retired. Smith had no 
mechanical training, but he 
was handy, self-taught and 
patient. 


"I Just like to play with 
stuff," he says. 

He tinkered for more than 
a year, puzzling over the 
mechanism, rebuilding and 
repairing before he got it 
working, refining the opera¬ 
tion of the clock and its bell 
so that it keeps time and 
chimes on the hour. 

He has installed two tiny 
motors, one for the clock and 
a separate one for the bell, to 
keep them running and accu- 

He even devised a timer 


that could be connected to 
the bell ringer to prevent it 
from chiming during Shaw 
Festival performances. 

The clock still occasionally 
acts up, as it did about a 
month ago—chiming nine 
times, for example, at 7 p.m., 
explains Smith. 

Then he's back in the tower, 
tinkering, replacing and 
repairing bits and pieces, 
until he is satisfied that it is 
running properly again. 

He has never been paid for 
his time or the parts he uses— 
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never wanted to be—but he 
does ask the town for a case 
of lightbulbs each year to 
keep the clock face fit up at 

Smith says he is preparing 
for the day when he is no 
longer able to maintain the 
landmark. He has made 
drawings of the mechanisms, 
and has been planning for a 
long time to right out instruc¬ 
tions, although he hasn't got 
to that yet. He also has lots of 
spare parts that he will pass 

"Anybody with a bit of 
mechanical aptitude could 
figure it out. It Just has to be 
somebody who would like 
the work. It's really not that 
difficult to figure it out" 

That said, Smith admits 
that he has had offers to work 
on other similar clocks, and 
turned them down. 

"I don't need another job." 

After decades of quietly 
climbing up into the clock- 
tower with his steadfast 
determination to keep the 
landmark in good repair for 
the benefit of the townspeo¬ 
ple, Smith was given a 
Volunteer Recognition Award 
Monday night, presented by 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke on 


behalf of the Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and the Niagara 
Advance. 

He was surprised to receive 
it, he said. But then, Smith is 
one of those volunteers who 
does not workfor accolades— 
in his case, he does it for the 
reward of hearing the clock 

Other volunteers receiving

While the town moves 
forward with its goal of 
providing public transit by 
spring, the region is hav¬ 
ing difficulty deciding how 
to continue financing its 
intermunicipal bus pilot 
project—buses, says Lord 
Mayor Dave Eke, that are 
often empty. 

The question being 
debated at regional coun¬ 
cil is whether to finance 
the $2.1-million opera¬ 
tional loss from reserves, 
or through an increase to 
the regional tax levy. 


Eke, also a regional 
councillor, isn’t interested 
in seeing NOTL residents 
paying any more than they 
already do for a service 
they don’t receive. As long 
as there are reserves avail¬ 
able, they should be spent 
to fund the pilot project, 

If the region adds the 
operational cost of the 
system, which connects 
Welland, St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls, it will 
raise the average tax bill 
$41—and probably double 
that for NOTL residents 
with their high assess¬ 
ments, says Eke, for a ser¬ 
vice that NOTL taxpayers 
see no benefit. 

If the region decides to 
put the operational losses 
on the levy, regional taxes 
will go up 3.2 per cent, 0.7 
per cent to cover the tran¬ 
sit system. 

If the region spends its 
reserves instead, the tax 
hike is reduced to 2.5 per

"That increase is just a 
little more palatable. We 
have one of the highest 
unemployment rates in 
the province, a high per¬ 
centage of seniors and an 
average family income 
below the provincial aver¬ 
age. If we can drop the 
increase to 2.5 per cent, 


do. 

In the meantime, the 
town is discussing its own 
public transit system, with 
some talk of connecting to 
Glendale in an effort to 
convince the region to 
extend its route to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

But Joe Cousins, region¬ 
al manager of transporta¬ 
tion—and a resident of 
NOTL—doesn't see that as 
likely to happen, at least 
for the duration of the 
three-year pilot project. 

The routes and hours of 
operations are set, and 
form the agreement with 
the three urban centres 
providing the service, he 
explained. It would take a 
request from regional 
council to reopen those 
negotiations to see any 
changes during the pilot 
project. 

If there was some dis¬ 
satisfaction with the rider- 
ship of the program, nego¬ 


tiations could be re¬ 
opened, but he wouldn’t 
expect that to happen, 
Cousins said. 

He likens NOTL resi¬ 
dents paying for a service 
they don't receive to other 
municipalities funding a 
water treatment plant in 
NOTL—that’s the way the 
region operates, he says. 

But the region, while 
tasked with water treat¬ 
ment, isn’t supposed to 
be in the business of oper¬ 
ating a transit system, 
counters Eke—it contracts 
with the three municipali¬ 
ties that benefit from the 
intermunicipal connec¬ 
tions to provide the ser- 

He doesn’t believe the 
region ever built a good 
business case for offering 
the service—it didn’t know 
who its customers would 
be, where they would want 
to go or how the $2-mil- 
lion annual operating loss 
would be funded, he says. 


And he doesn’t have a 
lot of faith in its success. 

“I don’t think it will sur¬ 
vive after next August. If it 
does, and the cost goes on 
the levy, it will never come 
off. As long as there is 
money in die reserves, I 
think that’s how this pilot 
project should be 
financed.” 

The Town hopes to one 
day have a park and drive 
in the Glendale area, a Go 
bus stop and a connection 
to regional transit. But Eke 
says he isn’t optimistic 
about the regional con¬ 
nection. 

’I don’t like to be nega¬ 
tive, but I don’t think we’ll 
see that any time soon. 
What I do see is empty 
buses driving around." 

Meanwhile, he adds, "I 
think we have to concen¬ 
trate on looking after our 
own citizens with an inter¬ 
nal transit system. We 
need to do what we need 
to do."

Instead of building the 
one-and-a-half storey home 
they wanted, Christina 
Moon told councillors, she 
and her husband opted for 
a bungalow and a smaller 
backyard to follow Niagara- 
on-the-Lake height and lot 
coverage restrictions. 

When the William Street 
resident heard about an 
application for a Gate Street 
lot severance and a request 
for minor variances to per¬ 
mit the building of two 
homes at the rear of the 
property. Moon says she 
was concerned. 


“We were willing to 
accept the bylaw restric¬ 
tions when we built our 
home. We knew the Town 
had bylaws but we never 
thought we had to antici¬ 
pate this.” 

The application was 
denied by the Committee of 
Adjustment in August, and 
the decision was appealed 
to the Ontario Municipal 
Board, with a hearing 
scheduled for Jan. 12. 

At last week's planning 
committee meeting, coun¬ 
cillors agreed with the com¬ 
mittee of adjustment deci¬ 
sion, while the planning 
staff recommended allow¬ 
ing the property owners 
their severance and two 


houses. But councillors also 
decided not to spend money 
on hiring an outside plan¬ 
ner and the Town's lawyer 
to defend the committee of 
adjustment's decision. 

At Monday's council 
meeting, Moon was one of 
seven people to speak out 
against the development. 

Residents asked council 
to support the Committee 
of Adjustment's decision at 
the OMB hearing. 

They told councillors 
they were concerned the 
requested variances were 
not minor and they won¬ 
dered how it would affect 
the character and charm of 
the Old Town. 

“I’m not closed-minded 


about development," 
Michael Fox told council- 

"There have been nine 
houses within blocks of this 
property that have been 
developed over the last few 
years but they have all be 
done with character appro¬ 
priate to the Old Town." 

Audry Ortbach chose to 
live in the Old Town because 
of its charm—its something 
she considered when she 
purchased her home. 

"We could have had 
more house for less money 
but we chose Gate Street for 
a reason. We paid premium 
prices and we don’ want to 
see severed new homes 
built which have not met 


the bylaw conditions.” 

Michael Welsh, chair of 
the committee of adjust¬ 
ment, said their decision 
was in accordance with the 
planning act. 

The chair said reports 
from Town staff, the region 
and the opinions of resi¬ 
dents were all considered in 
the decision to refuse the 
variance to the Gate Street 
property. 

“It’s crucial that council 
supports us.” 

After listening to the del¬ 
egations, council agreed to 
go ahead with hiring a plan¬ 
ner to defend the commit¬ 
tee of adjustment's deci¬ 
sion, and to ask the town 
lawyer to proceed with a 


Councillor Gary Zalepa 
asked to have staff review 
similar lots in town and to 
have a discussion as to 
whether or not there is the 
proper policy to deal with 
these types of lots. 

Councillor Dennis Dick 
said the hearing would be 
cosdy and there is still time 
to negotiate a compromise. 

"We always have the abil¬ 
ity to negotiate with a devel¬ 
oper to see if impacts for 
residents can be lessoned 
for the neighbours.” 

Councillors agreed the 
best route would be to nego¬ 
tiate with the developer in 
an attempt to avoid a hear¬ 
ing.

Community Centre and 
the Court House parking 
lot in the Old Town. 

All vehicles in each 
parking lot were checked 
to make sure that all 
doors were locked, keys 
removed, windows closed 
and all valuables were 
out of sight. 

A windshield card was 
placed under the wiper of 
each vehicle, congratu¬ 
lating the owner for tak¬ 
ing steps to secure his or 
her automobile, thus pre¬ 
venting possible theft of 
or theft from the vehicle. 

If the vehicle was 
found to have any safety 
measures overlooked at 
the time of the crime pre¬ 
vention inspection, the 
appropriate notation was 
checked off on the card. 

This served as a 


reminder to the vehicle's 
owner to take simple

Regional pilot project seems flawed 


It certainly seems like a worthwhile 
project, if an expensive one, to connect 
Niagara municipalities with public tran- 

Moving people around Niagara to 
take advantage of jobs, to allow stu¬ 
dents flexibility, and especially to help 
those who either don't drive or can't 
afford a car, would seem a valuable and 
commendable service. 

However there are some serious 
flaws with the service as it is offered. 
And while we understand it is a pilot 
project and had to start somewhere, it 
seems that we will likely have to wait 
three years, at great cost, before some of 
the flaws can be remedied. 

First off, our regional government 
should not be in the business of provid¬ 
ing public transit, and to get around 
that obvious dilemma, has contracted 
with three municipalities—the ones 
that already have public transit and 
stand the most to benefit during the 
pilot project, to provide the intermu- 
nicipal service. So new buses were pur¬ 
chased, emblazoned with the regional 
logo, to connect citizens from St. 
Catharines, Welland and Niagara Falls 
with those municipalities. Why their 
municipal buses couldn't have found 
mutual meeting points without new 
buses and new routes required is 
unclear, but we're sure there must have 
been a good reason. 

Fort Erie and Port Colborne, with 
their own internal public transit, also 
benefits with a connection to the inter¬ 
municipal route, just as Niagara-on- 
the-Lake would like to, but has so far 
been excluded. 

First of all, we think the details of the 
contract should be open for negotiation 


after each year of the pilot project. It 
also would have made sense to work 
with the Brock University and Niagara 
College ahead of time to ensure stu¬ 
dents' needs were considered—appar¬ 
ently they are not using the regional 
buses because their student pass won't 
be accepted, even though some of those 
routes would have eased transportation 
issues for the post-secondary students. 
Instead, the three urban centres are 
offering a separate student service that 
doesn't seem to be working. 

Meanwhile, we have all seen the 
buses driving around empty, or nearly 
so. We know it takes time to build rider- 
ship, but what is being done to that 
end? It seems that since it's a pilot proj¬ 
ect, we just wait and see. 

But from the perspective of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and the other municipali¬ 
ties that do not see any benefit whatso¬ 
ever from the regional system, the big¬ 
gest problem is the way it is being 
financed. 

We understand that with a regional 
government we sometimes have to grin 
and bear decisions we don't like, for the 
sake of the greater good. But this is 
unusual in that the region did not go 
through the traditional process of tri¬ 
ple-majority approval, and by so doing, 
has put itself in the business of all 
municipalities paying for a service that 
benefits a few—and may mean a tax 
increase to cover its losses. 

Regional councillors from the small¬ 
er municipalities could demand the 
negotiations be re-opened, but failing 
that, should certainly fight to avoid the 
losses being added to die regional tax 
levy. That is just rubbing salt in an 
already very sore wound.

2011 census 
could shed light 
on education 

It is my opinion that all 
discussions between our 
Town Council and the 
District School Board of 
Niagara (DSBN) concern¬ 
ing Virgil Public School 
property be suspended 
until the following two 
conditions have been met. 


The first condition is 
that the provincial govern¬ 
ment must be involved. 

We must remember that 
all of these properties 
—Virgil, Colonel John 
Butler, Niagara District 
Secondary School and 
Laura Secord were acquired 
by the DSBN by provincial 
legislation. 

I would argue that since 
the provincial government 
expropriated these proper¬ 
ties from the taxpayers of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, they 


should be involved in their 
eventual dispersal. 

The DSBN clearly has 
no further interest in these 
properties for educational 
purposes —they should 
not be permitted to treat 
them as some sort of real 
estate windfall. 

It would be a breach of 
trust by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to sit back and 
permit the DSBN to 
become involved in some 
real estate deal with prop¬ 
erty intended to further 
education in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 


The second condition is 
that both sides need to wait 
for the results of the 2011 
census. 

The expressed purpose 
of a census to provide 
information to be used by 
all levels of government to 
make intelligent decisions. 

The 2006 census 
revealed there were 930 
children in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake aged 15 to 19. 

More importandy, this 
was a larger number than it 
was in the 2001 census. 
Our Town council and the 
DSBN should not make 


any decisions with these 
properties until we can 
establish if this trend is 
continuing.

It is similar to Niagara-on- 
the-Lake in many ways—one 
interesting similarity is that it 
recently lost its high school, 
with teens bused to another 
community, but has a new 
elementary school. 

It also, apparendy, wants 
to be able to offer its post- 




secondary students courses 
similar to those at 
Willowbank. 

After about a year and a 
half of discussions with 
NSCAD University, a post¬ 
secondary arts and design 
school with an international 
reputation, Huson and Julian 
Smith, renowned restoration 
architect and executive direc¬ 
tor of Willowbank, visited 
Lunenburg recently to talk 
about Willowbank. Senator 
Wilfred Moore, with a passion 
for arts and culture, and the 
mayor of Lunenburg are inter¬ 
ested in a restoration arts 
school in their area, modeled 
after Willowbank, and wanted 
to hear more about the 
Queenston school’s mission, 
its students and its success. 

There is even talk about a 
Willowbank satellite campus 
in Lunenburg—it’s early days 
in the discussions, but the 
seaside town is definitely 
interested in a restoration 
program that would attract 
creative young people to its 
community, says Huson. 

“That (a satellite campus) 
would be ideal. Everthing is a 
possibility.” Whatever the 
eventual decision of how to 
proceed, there is no doubt 
that there will be some kind of 
a partnership with 


Willowbank. 

As a world heritage site, 
Lunenburg’s cultural heritage 
is already “high on its agenda,” 
within a creative and historic 
community, says Smith, but 
it’s not a museum—although 
it attracts thousands of tour¬ 
ists every year, its mayor sees 
maintaining an appeal to fam¬ 
ilies as essential to its future, 
and is actively working to 
attract creative, talented stu¬ 
dents to the community. 

A partnership with 
Lunenburg would help 
Willowbank grow, help it to 
reach out to more than the 10 
students it can accommodate 
in Queenston, but at the same 
time, says Huson, “we have to 
stay focused on Laura's 

There is also every likeli¬ 
hood that Willowbank will be 
expanding in Queenston, if 
the town and the school board 
are able to make a deal for that 
property. 

Also good news for the 
school: Smith, considered a 
leader in ensuring the conser¬ 
vation of Canada’s historic 
places for more than 35 years, 
has recendy been awarded 
the Eric Arthur Lifetime 
Achievement Award from the 
Architectural Conservancy of 
Ontario—he jokes that means 


he’s considered to be at the 
end of his career. His list of 
achievements go back to 1980, 
when he was chief conserva¬ 
tion architect for historic sites 
with Parks Canada, his nation¬ 
al and international reputa¬ 
tion for designing sensitive 
contemporary additions in 
historic settings, and continu¬ 
ing requests for his advice 
from governments and the 
private sector on conservation 
issues, which allows him to 
involve Willowbank students 
in important heritage proj- 

The executive director 
came to Willowbank after the 
death of Dodson and had 
never met her, but Huson says 
she had a philosophy of con¬ 
servation similar to Smith's, 
and would have been thrilled 

plished with Willowbank in a 
relatively short time with his 
extensive professional back¬ 
ground and international rep¬ 
utation. 

Dodson, a retired school 
teacher when she moved to 
NOTL and became active in 
conservation, also would have 
been delighted to see the 
Willowbank property taken 
over by the caliber of intelli¬ 
gent, hard-working young stu¬ 
dents who are attracted to the 


school—playing Frisbee 
between classes, working on a 
Christmas parade float so they 
can be part of the community, 
filling tile house, and attend¬ 
ing dinners with donors and 
their families. 

"They bring the house 
alive. I can’t help but think 
she would have loved it,” said 

Willowbank’s reputation 
since the establishment of the 
school is staggering, given 
that it seems like yesterday 
Laura was meeting her friends 
at the Stagecoach and work¬ 
ing on ways to raise money to 
implement her vision. 

And Julien Smith deserves 
a huge amount of credit for 
being able to see what 
Willowbank could become— 
it certainly wouldn’t have got 
to this stage so quickly with¬ 
out the guidance of someone 
with his talent and his inter¬ 
national reputation. 

It is so gratifying to know 
that in this instance, Laura’s 
vision was shared by those in 
a position to help. 

And to think that there 
could soon be more class¬ 
rooms at Laura Secord, and 
maybe even a satellite cam¬ 
pus on the east coast. 

I wonder if Laura’s dreams 
dared to stretched that far.

be safe, but students are 
still not using then drink¬ 
ing fountains. 

A slight elevation in the 
amount of lead in the 
drinking water turned off 
the fountains at the new 
school about three weeks 
ago, while the school 
board tried to find the 
source of the lead. 

Tests found the water 
arriving at the meter was 
fine, hut the excess lead 
was detected past the 
brass meter and a back- 
flow valve. 

Without knowing that 
the metal parts were the 
problem, the only solu¬ 
tion was to replace them, 
says Ewald Kuczera, the 
town’s public works 
director.

Last week, the town 
provided a new epoxy- 
coated meter—the first 
meter had some parts 
with lead in them that 
are supposed to be coat¬ 
ed—and the school board 


plumbing contractors 
replaced that and the 
backflow. The system has 
been flushed and sam¬ 
ples sent for testing last 
Friday came back below 
the standards set by the 
province, said Ailene 
Fournier, environmental 
service co-ordinator for 
the DSBN. 

Provincial guidelines 
say two good samples 
must be taken a week 
apart, so the second set 
of samples will be taken 
this Friday. 

The hoard was also car¬ 
rying out some other 
tests just as a precaution, 
she said. 

Since the school is 
brand new, built to spec¬ 
ifications with copper 


piping, lead-free solder 
and plastic watermain 
pipes, the presence of 
lead presented a mys¬ 
tery. 

Although there is no 
conclusive evidence that 
points to the origin of the 
elevated lead levels, if the 
samples continue to be 
good news, either the 
water meter or the back- 
flow will likely be con¬ 
cluded to be the cause, 
she said. 

In the meantime, stu¬ 
dents have been provid¬ 
ed with water bottles if 
needed, and the two 
water bottle refilling sta¬ 
tions in the school, which 
have filters that remove 
lead from the water, are 
also being used.

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Residents not happy with details of King Street subdivision

Trees and traffic were 
the major concerns of resi¬ 
dents who filled the council 
chamber Monday to talk 
about a new subdivision. 

A proposal for Evergreen 
Estates will see 18 town- 
houses built between Anne 
Street and Shaw's Lane off 
of King Street. 


The subdivision was 
approved in 2006, but has 
been recently taken over by 
a new owner who wants 
changes to allow for more 
height and more lot cover¬ 
age. 

The main concern for 
residents is a row of spruce 
trees resting at the back of 
the development. 

These trees will be 
removed when a swale is 
built at the back of the 


development to ensure 
proper drainage away from 
the future homes. 

Many who spoke during 
the meeting said they didn't 
want to lose these trees for 
two reasons—they have 
been a part of the commu¬ 
nity for many years and 
they will provide a buffer 
zone between current 
homes and the new subdi- 

"A lot of the charm in 


Niagara-on-the-Lake is the 
trees and we're not protect¬ 
ing them," one resident 
said. 

Residents asked if anoth¬ 
er type of drainage system 
could be used to ensure the 
livelihood of the spruce 
trees on the property but 
they were told a swale was 
the most cost efficient. 

Another concern was 
traffic. "I'm concerned a 
new traffic study is not 


required by the developer. 
It should be looked at," a 
resident said. 

Barbara Weins, principal 
planner, told the 30 resi¬ 
dents in attendance that 
once the subdivision has 
been approved, the devel¬ 
oper will submit a land¬ 
scaping design to deal with 
the spruce trees at the 
back. 

She said a traffic study 
was not required from the 


developer because a study 
was completed six years 
ago for the other subdivi- 

"That study looked at the 
impacts of traffic and the 
potential for growth within 
the community, so a new 
study is not required at this 
time." 

The information from 
the public meeting will be 
gathered in a report and 
submitted to council. 


Public debate on Randwood 
will continue Monday 


Public discussion about 
the contoversial Randwood 
Estate development pro¬ 
posed by Trisha Romance 
and Gary Peterson will con¬ 
tinue Monday. 

The development as 
proposed will include a 
106-room hotel, a 200-seat 
restaurant, an artist studio 
and a special events area, 
says Barbara Weins, princi¬ 
pal planner. 

The Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake held a public 
meeting about the develop¬ 
ment in September and 
more than 150 voiced their 
opinions about it —most of 
the residents who attended 
spoke out against the rede¬ 
velopment. 

Weins says the second 
public meeting will follow 
the same format as the first 


meeting —numbers will be 
given out at the door when 
people arrive and they will 
be given an opportunity to 
speak when their number 
is called. 

Everyone is welcome to 
speak at the meeting, says 
Weins. 

"Even if people spoke at 
the last meeting, they are 
welcome to do so again." 

Weins says "no final 
decisions will be made" 
and all the information 
gathered at this public 
meeting will be collected 
with the information from 
the first public meeting and 
will be made available in a 
report for council. 

The public meeting is 
scheduled for 7 p.m. at the 
community centre on Nov.

Those visits were eye- 
openersfortheRobertsons, 
and also an illustration of 
their philosophy, says 
Joe—if youth in our soci¬ 
ety are given a hand up, 
they have a much better 
chance of contributing to 
the strength of the com¬ 
munity, rather than 
becoming one of its weak¬ 
est links that draws on its 
resources. 

The spin-off, which 
includes the opportunity 
for them to become tax- 
paying citizens and less 
likelihood they will turn to 
crime, also means the 
existence of a stronger 
support system for those 
in need—a support sys¬ 
tem many of us take for 
granted. 

For those without that 


support system, "it’s much 
easier to get derailed when 
thing go wrong, and hard¬ 
er to get back on track. 
United Way helps to 
ensure people don’t get 
derailed, and helps them 
get back on track when 
they do.” 

His strong belief in the 
importance of education 
and looking after the youth 
of the community also led 
him to accept board posi¬ 
tions with Ridley College 
and Brock University.

delivery, transparency of 
spending and overall 
effectiveness. 

Also, he was surprised— 
and impressed—to learn 
that 100 per cent of funds 
donated to the St. 
Catharines and District 
United Way stay in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, St.

And these Niagara-on- 
the-Lake women are one 
step closer to realizing their 
dream, having the honour 
of representing Canada in 
the 2012 Olympic Games 
in England. 

This last minute posi¬ 
tion was earned by another 
team's cancellation, giving 


Team Gordon the chance 
of a lifetime. 

The three women of 
Team Gordon and they 
have been honing their 
sailing skills on a 24-foot- 
long Shark—a sail boat 
native to Niagara and 
known for its speed and 
agility. 

The team has been rac¬ 
ing successfully throughout 
the Great Lakes for years, 
and added the Shark World 
Championships in 
Switzerland this past sum¬ 
mer to their long list of 
achievements. 

In the fall of 2010, Team 
Gordon decided to take 
their racing to the next level 
and try for the Olympics.
